B° "°Under the new regime the public 
ought to be able to judge more clearly ol 
the character and ability of their physi- 
cians The question will not be so much 
of the school as of the honorable stand- 
in* ol the individual among his com- 
rades of both school.. 
When he is 
called hard names by his fellow*, it 
ought hereafter to mean something more 
than a difference o! opinion on matters 
of theory. 
Let the public be on its 


guard against supposedly 'regular phy- 
sicians, who are known among their 
brethren as 'commercml doctors These 
men, 
with the indorsement ot titles, or 


a membership in some respectable medi- 
cal .ociety, prostitute their learn.ug by 
indulgence in 'clap-trap,' by th(, recom- 
mendation-of 'cures,' and by useless and 
unnecessary operations, performed on 
every occasion and upon every patient, 
no matter what may be his disease. One 
will discover that one particular part oil 
the body is the seat of a morbid process, 
and proceed to remove it by a mysten- 
on« operation ; while another will pre- 
geribe a remedy which can be procured 
only at a certain place, and can be taken 
only in a certain position, A more 
matter-of-fact practitioner will suggest 
the extent and value of his practice by 
means of a pile of bank notes ol large 
denomination exposed upon his desk. 
With these men no code of ethics IB ol 
the slightest use, and their more honest 
and plodding fellow-physicians must bear 
the disgrace thus brought npaii, their 
calling. But if the profession itself finds 
it difficult to deal technically with sash 
men the public, as we have said, ought 
to be>better able to discern them now 
that the allopaths are disposed, m their 
public attitude and private conversation 
to reserve their harsh criticisms tor real 
offender*."
